MUSICAL DIARY 


IXTY-FIVE vear old Heitor 
Villa-Lobos, Brazil's fore- 
most composer, o arrived 
in Israel last week and will 
conduct an IPO concert of his 
own works in 
Tel Aviv io 
night, is one 
of the most 
fertile and co- 
lourful com- 
posers of our 
time and is 
also an inde- 
fatigable ex- 
piorer of the 
musical folk- 
lore of his 
country. Villa-Lobos 
He was originally a cello 
player. When he was 22. how- 
ever, he accompanied a scien- 
tific expedition into the inte- 
rior of Brazil to study the 
music of Indian tribes — and 
from this time on all his crea- 
tive efforts — in fact -his 
Whole life—became dedicated 
to the research and exploita- 
tion of Brazilian music. Final- 
ly, during the years 1914/19 
when Darius Milhaud was at- 
tached to the French Embassy 
in Rio de Janeiro, he became 
acquainted with the new 
trends in European music in 
@eneral and French music in 
particular, and the years 
1922 26 he spent in Paris. 
Since 1931 Villa-Lobos has 
been supervisor and directer 
of musical education in the 
public schools of Rio de Ja- 
neiro. His success in the peda- 
gogical field is no less astoni-
